1996 NENA MEDAL 



This year's NENA medal commemorates the fifty-second Conference 
and Convention to be held on August 23 and 24, 1996 at the Royal Plaza 
Hotel in Marlborough, Massachusetts It also commemorates the 
eightieth anniversary of the Liberty Standing Quarter 


The Liberty Standing quarter was issued from 1916 to 1930. one ot the 
shortest design lifetimes in United States coinage It was designed by 
Hermon A MacNeil, a native of Chelsea, Massachusetts and a graduate 
of the Massachusetts State Normal Art School in 1886 The Type I 
design, upon which our medal is based, was modified in early 1917 to 
encase Miss Liberty in a coat of armor! The sprig of pine in her right hand 
honors this year's sponsor state of Maine while the shield bears the pine 
tree and cross arms of New England The six stars represent the states 
of New England
